Now we are proud to introduce these new aristocrats, each distinct 
in its foliage and habit. 


IMPERIAL LOCUST 


(Plant Patent Pending) 


OLE’S new IMPERIAL Locust is an exceptionally graceful, 


spreading variety that is destined for recognition as one of the out- 
standing trees of this age. Branches are symmetrically arranged, 
forming a much more regular and compact tree than other Honey- 
locusts. It grows straight and strong without staking, and produces 
a dense and uniform crown with a minimum of trimming in the 
nursery. 

Numerous, well-spaced branches emerge from the trunk at near- 
ly 90-degree angles thereby assuring strong crotches. The prolific 
branching results in a uniform, fairly broad, yet compact head. 
Even small nursery trees, as young as two years old, have the ap- 
pearance of rather mature specimens. 

The foliage is dainty and refined and has a fresh green color.’ 
Leaves are spaced closer than on the Common Honeylocust and, be- 
cause of the dense branching habit, form a more dense cover. Many 
thousands of flowers have been observed. All were staminate and 
no seed pods were produced. 


SKYLINE LOCUST 


(Plant Patent Pending) 


Cc OLE’S new SKYLINE Locust is a stately and unusual variety 


with distinctive pyramidal form. It develops an exceptionally 
strong, sturdy trunk and shapely crown without being staked or 
specially trimmed. 

Branches are uniformly spaced and arranged, resulting in a 
well-filled tree of rather formal appearance. Strong crotches result 
from the wide angle — 60 to 90 degrees — at which the branches 
diverge from the trunk. 

The leaves of SKYLINE are dark green and of a heavy, leath- 
ery texture. They are more closely spaced, and the leaflets are 
larger than the average Honeylocust produces, thereby contributing 
to the compact appearance of the crown. An added touch is the 
reddish-bronze cast which characterizes the emerging leaves. 

Practically all of the flowers produced are male; but infre- 
quently a polygamous flower has appeared in which a single floret 
is female. Since only a small percentage of these female florets are 
pollinated, seeding is of minor importance.
